DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-32 are pending and currently under Restriction Requirement set forth 

herein. 

Sequence Compliance 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1 .821-1 .825 
(see specification on page 13, lines 2-5). However, this application fails to comply with 
the requirements set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For 
Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid 
Sequence Disclosures. 

Applicant is required to fulfill these requirements.

Group II, claim(s) 14-28, drawn to a method for increasing T cell diversity in a subject in 
need thereof comprising administering polyclonal immunoglobulin to said subject. 

Group III, claim(s) 29-32, drawn to an article of manufacture comprising (a) polyclonal 
immunoglobulin and (b) packaging material indicating that said polyclonal 
immunoglobulin can be administered to a subject to increase T cell diversity. 
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Group IV, claim(s) 29-31, drawn to an article of manufacture comprising (a) a polyclonal 
population of B cells and (b) packaging material indicating that said polyclonal 
population of B cells can be administered to a subject to increase T cell diversity. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of the Group I invention is the step of using polyclonal population of B cells. The 
special technical feature of the Group II invention is the step of using a polyclonal 
immunoglobulin, which is cell-free. The special technical feature of the Group III and IV 
invention is the article of manufacture comprising either a polyclonal population of B cell 
or a polyclonal immunoglobulin, respectively; and not a method for enhancing T cell 
diversity. Thus the special technical features of the four groups are not the same nor are 
they are they corresponding. 

Species Election 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

If Applicant elected any one of Groups l-ll, Applicant is required to elect a 
specific disease which the subject has as recited in claims 2-9 and 15-22 (e.g., 
rheumatoid arthritis OR myasthenia gravis OR AIDS OR DiGeorge sydrome). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
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feature of the Group I invention is the step of using polyclonal population of B cells. The 
special technical feature of the Group II invention is the step of using a polyclonal 
immunoglobulin, which is cell-free. The special technical feature of the Group III and IV 
invention is the article of manufacture comprising either a polyclonal population of B cell 
or a polyclonal immunoglobulin, respectively; and not a method for enhancing T cell 
diversity. Thus the special technical features of the four groups are not the same nor are 
they are they corresponding. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
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AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112.
